The assumption is that a sign would need to be large enough to be read and 
that by posting near entrances from a parking lot that a single sign in some 
areas might reduce the number of signs required.  The costs would be a 
one‐time cost unless new buildings and new facilities were added or 
constructed.  This analysis only addresses the one‐time cost of initial 
implementation.  No credible method has been identified to calculate new 
growth in a way that would be meaningful.  The estimates are for an 18 X 
24 inch sign so the lettering would be large enough to be read from a 
reasonable distance and would be posted on either a pole or on a building.  
The  cost is for the sign and the installation.  The attached page has the 
detailed calculations. 

This would be an unfunded mandate to local schools and child care  
programs.

This is a draft fiscal note response from the Utah State Office of Education (USOE) and may be revised in the future.

Local school districts and charter schools would be required to purchase 
and install signs without any funding. 

The bill would require businesses providing child care to post signs.  It is 
expected this would cost $67,250 to child care providers.  This assumes all 
posting the signs are already licensed through the state.

The additional costs to day care and child centers and schools would need 
to be made up through either higher fees or taxes.  The amounts that are 
not funded through the state are expected to be $564,250
